Enoplognatha margarita n. sp. 

Holotype ( 9 ) * Cephalothorax slightly longer than wide by a ratio of 17 : 15^ 
Both sides of thorax rounded. Head narrower than thorax, 18 : 15 in ratio. Cara¬ 
pace not so convexed. Median furrow shows a shallow semicircular pit. Cervical 
grooves distinct, but not convergent posteriorly. Radial furrows clear. Eight eyes 
in two rows. Both rows of eyes procurved, but the curvature of anterior weaker 
than postrior. AME diurnal and smallest. PLE largest. AME separated from each 
other by a little more than the diameter, by same distance from laterals. PME 
separated from each other by the diameter, narrower than from laterals (4 : 5 in 
ratio). MOA wider than long by a ratio of 12 : 11. Clypeus shorter than the length 
of MOA (6 : 11). Lateral eyes contiguous. Fang of chelicera short. Promargin 
of fang furrow with two teeth, retromargin with one. Maxillae convergent over 
labium. Labium wider than long, does not reach to the middle of maxillae. 
Sternum triangular, truncated anteriorly, pointed between 4 th coxae separated by 
about 1/2 of their diameter. Leg formula 1423, Tibia shorter than metatarsus. 
Abdomen spherical, not so flattened dorsoventrally as seen in others of this genus. 
Colulus small but distinct, with two setae, Epigynum well sclerotized ; its open¬ 
ing OH in shape. 

Colour in alcohol : Carapace, chelicerae, palpi and legs brownish yellow. Carapace 
with dusky line along the margin. Maxillae and labium yellowish brown. Sternum 
yellowish brown with weak black median and marginal lines. Distal end of each 
tibia brown. Abdomen covered with pearly white spangles, and with brown folium 
consists of five pairs of brown markings dorsally. The folium shown in fig. 1 . Venter 
of abdomen grey. Spinnerets brown, sorounded by two pairs of white spots and 
two pairs of black spots. 

Paratype ( $ ) : Cephalothorax longer than in female ; length to width 23 : 15.5 
in ratio. Cervical grooves shallow, wide and distinct. Median furrow procurved. 
Abdomen ovate, longer than wide, 31 : 17 in ratio, Chelicerae extremely developed, 
with three long stout teeth on retromargin of fang furrow. Palp long. Paracym- 
bial hook seen near the distal end of cymbium, but unrecognizable without palpal 
organ expanded by KOH. Carapace with a stridulating area on both sides

of posterior end, and anterior part of abdomen with a rasp. Shape and colour 
almost similar to the female.

Remarks : 1. Present species allied to Enoplognatha ovata (Clerck, 1757), but it is 
distinguishable from the latter by the following points. (1) Male has large cheli- 
cerae with three stout long teeth on each retromargin. (2) Col ulus with two setae, 
(3) Extremely small paracymbial hook situated near the end of cymbium. 2, Type 
specimens are preserved in a collection of Arachnological Society of East Asia, 
Osaka.
